H e was employed in the office of 
the sheriff of Wapello county, Iowa, 
in 1892, when what was known as 
the “ court house ring” was fighting 
prohibition bitterly. 


In his official capacity Smith got 
aw ay 
with 
nineteen 
indictments 
found against persons for violations 
o f the liquor law, and for this no 


less than three indictments were re- 
t ^ 4 iirned against him. 


When arraigned in court Smith 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment, but he 
and two others were pardoned by 
G o v . Boies after they had served a 
short sentence.

quirer at the Chicago convention, 
and at that time he had wealth to 
throw at the birds, so to speak. 


H e left Chicago with a Nebraska 
newspaper man whose name he has 
forgotten, but from that time up to 
a fortnight ago he has no recol­ 
lection of what occurred or where 
he traveled.

Mar ch, r evealing a r omantic stor y 
in which figur ed the tombstone over 
a long for gotten gr ave in the Rocky 
mountains; some inter esting family 
histor y; and 
the 
mar velous 
dis­ 
cover y of the will of Solomon P. 
Sublette, 
who died 
in 
St. 
Louis 
Oct. 
i, 
1857, 
almost for ty year s 
after it was made. 


The will r eached a legal fir m of 
Sedalia, Mo., by mail in 1895, un­ 
accompanied by any other wr iting, 
and with no clew to the identity of 
the sender . 
They consulted with 
the heir s of Sublette in St. Louis, 
who wer e mentioned in the alleged 
will, and who had been at law for 
year s with 
Sublette’s 
heir s-at law 
for possession of the estate. 
Judge Rassieur declar es 
the will 
pr esumptively fr audulent. 
T he stor y of the will is familiar to 
Post-Dispatch r eader ". 
It is told 
in skeleton

in 
the wr itten

r ender ed 
by Judge R a s ­ 
sieur , which is about as follows:

If a tr amp is injur ed in being put

was acting under instr uctions of the 
r ailr oad 
com pany 
to 
allow 
no 
tr amps ar ound 
the station.

cour t gave Meade judgment against 
the com pany, 
and it appealed on 
the gr ound that the agent did not 
set the benzine afir e but only pour ed 
it on, and that in or der ing its ser v­ 
ants to keep tr amps away it was 
not meant that they would use ex­ 
tr eme physical for ce or cr uelty.

the gathering 
of 
news, says the Rome Sentinel, many 
a fact is given in confidence to re­ 
porters which nothing should in­ 
duce them to publish, but which is 
freely made k nown to them person­ 
ally in order that they may fully 
understand a subject and be en­ 
abled to intelligently give to the 
public so much of it as is proper. 
Our publfe men and others recognize 
this fact and they k now that their 
confidences, when worthily bestowed, 
are never betrayed by reputable 
newspaper reporters. 
Every newspaper man k nows how 
many family affairs and how many 
private,business affairs are sacredly 
guarded by reporters, though the 
general public probably is not aware 
of it. 
There is hardly a newspaper 
proprietor in the land who would 
not quick ly dispense with the serv 
ices of an employe who should delib­ 
erately betray such confidence re­ 
posed in him when he was pursuing 
the task of news gathering. 
The 
reporter who cannot 
be 
honest 
about those things finds many av­ 
enues for news closed to him. 
He 
would be disgraced to an extent 
which can probably be better ap 
preciated by those who have had ex 
perience with newspaper business, 
but which can also be at least p ar­ 
tially appreciated by those who have 
not had such experience and are not 
versed in the ethics of the profes­ 
sion. 
The ethics of 
the 
journalistic

be understood. 
It is, in all reason, 
bad enough for a newspaper 
to 
break faith and merit the loss of 
public and private confidence, even 
when what it reports is true. 
But 
when, in addition to break ing faith, 
a paper, in ignorance of what it is 
attem pting to 
describe, 
distorts 
facts <mt of all semblance to their 
original selves, dees as much injury 
to the private interests of the very 
persons who trusted it as the paper’s 
circulation and influence permit, and 
besides treats the public to a gen­ 
erous fak e, then the performance is 
without record of having been con­ 
sidered, in any code of honor or 
ethics in existence.

regard to “ The Eliot Bible,” says 
the New York Observer,

of the Gospel amon g the In d ian s in 
New En glan d . 
The New Testamen t 
appeared in 1GG1, an d the en tire 
Bible in 1GG3. 
In 1680 there was a 
secon d ed ition of the New Testamen t. 
An other ed ition of tlie en tire Bible 
appeared in 1085.

All these ed ition s are jewels 
of great price in bibliological collec­ 
tion s. Dr.W right makes the follow­ 
in g record of their values:

men t of 1GG1 brought $700.

d own at $1,000. 
A t au auction in 
1881 a Bible of 1G85 brought. $050. 
In Lon d on at a sale held July 2, 1882, 
Mr. Quaritch, tho emin en t biblio­ 
phile, bought for the late Mr. Kalb­ 
fleisch, of New York, an Eliot Bible 
of 1GG3, con tain in g the En glish title 
pages an d d ed ication to Charles II., 
for £ 580, 
that is, about $2,9 00.

Wilborforce Eames, tho librarian 
of Len ox library, in New York city, 
is thcauthorof “ Bibliographic Notes 
on Eliot's In d ian Bible an d on His 
Other Tran slation s an d Works in the 
In d ian Lan guageof Massachusetts,” 
issued by the govern men t prin tin g 
office, Washin gton , D. C.

It is n ot con fin ed to 
bibliographical d etails, big in clud es 
much biographical material relatin g 
to Eliot an d his in d efatigable labors. 
Mr. Eames men tion s an d d escribes, 
sixteen eopi *s of the Eliot New Tes­ 
tamen t, 10G1, several of which are 
in this coun try, two bein g in the 
Len ox library. 
lie d escribes seven 
varieties of the Eliot Bible, 1GG3, 
men tion in g with in terestin g d etails 
thirty-n in e copies, more than half 
bein g own ed in this coun try, two 
bein g in the Len ox library an d on e 
in the Astor library. 
He men tion s 
in the same way fifty-five copies of 
the Eliot Bible, 1685.

taken prison er an d , afterward kept 
in chain s by Sapor, kin g of Persia. 
Ho was cither killed in a tumult or 
by ord er of his con queror, who was 
perhaps fearful of losin g his valuable 
livin g trophy, in the year 269 . 
The 
bod y of tlie d ead emperor was treated 
with n o more d elicacy than when it 
had held the spark of a livin g on e. 
It was skin n ed , the hid e, after bein g 
tan n ed , was stuffed , pain ted red an d 
suspen d ed in the chief temple of the 
capital. It remain ed there for man y 
years, an d was the popular spec­ 
tacle for holid ay makers an d visitors 
from the coun try. 
But it was put 
to more importan t en d s than this; it 
was mad e a d iplomatic en gin e of 
much sign ifican ce an d efficien cy. In 
after times it often happen ed that
